THE LATE THOMAS B. REED. 
The chaplain at the opening of the 
session paid a feeling reference to 
the death of the ex-speaker. No busl- 
nss was transacttMl beyond the formal 
reading of two messages from the 
president and an arrangement to 
postpone the special order — the Lon- 
don dock bill — until Tuesday. 

Mr. Sherman (N. Y.) then, amid 
profound silence, arose and in a few 
feeling remarks offered the followlng: 

"Reeolved, that the following min- 
utes be spread npon tbe record of the 
house of representatives: 

"Hon. Thomas Brackett Reed died 
in Washington Dec. 7, 1902. For 22 
years he had been a member of this 
house; for 6 years its speaker. His 
services terminated with the Fifty- 
flfth congress. Within this chamber, 
the sren<^ tif his life's great activities, 
was laid. Here be rendered services 
to hl» country which placed him in 
the fW>bt rank of American states- 
manship. Here he exhibited cbarac- 
trlstics which compelled resjiect and 
won admiration. Forceful ability, in- 
terisUcs which compelled respect and 
brought him popular fame and con- 
gressional leadership. In him depth 
and breadth of intellect with a full 
and well rounded development had 
produced a giant, who towered above 
his fellows' and impressed them with 
his power and bia wisdom. 

"A distinguished statesman, a lofty 
patriot, a cultured scholar and In- 
cisive writer, a unlqne orator, an un- 
matched debater, a master of logic, 
wit, satire, the most ^nkous of the 
world's parliamentarians, the preat 
representative citizen of the Ameri- 
can republic, has gone into history. 

"Re99lv9d. that In honor of the dl«- 
tlnguiahad dead tha house now ad- 
journ."

After some routine business in the

ComraisBtoi^er 
Williams of New York nrgad fTl t 
strict regulations at Ellis Island be 
enforced, saying there was a great 
deal of perjury. He also favor^ the 
sale of liquors at immigrant stations.

Among the in- 
cidents that marked the company's 
short yiBit in New Tork were a march 
down Fifth avenue surrounded by 'SO 
policemen and detectives in plain

allow the fihee witbdtawal Of tea 
from bonded warehouses for the pur- 
pose of consumption. The secretary 
urges that this action, to be accom- 
plished either by amendment of sec- 
tion 20 of the customs administrative 
act, or by a special act allowing the 
free withdrawal of tea now in ware- 
houses, is necessary to avoid great 
great hardship to tea merchants.

London, Dee. 8. — Premier Balfoar 

announced in the hoiis<* f)f commons 
that an ultimatum had been sent to 
Venezuela and that In the event of a 
satisfactory reply not being received, 
the British and German goveramaBta 
would take measures to enforce tboif 
claims against that country. 

Mr. Balfour, when questioned on 
the Venesuelan situation by the Lib- 
eral leader, Sir Henry Oampbell-baa- 
nerman. said: "For the past iwo 
years we have had grave cause ^or 
complaint on various occasions of un- 
justifiable interference by the Venez- 
uelan goremmant witb the libartjr 
and property of British subjects. No 
effort has been spared by the Britiah 
government to obtain an amicable 
settlement of these cases, but in none 
of tbam have aatlafbetory explaaa^ 
tions been forthcoming. Latterly, tka 
representations of the British minis- 
ter have been practically unnoticed. 
There also are cases in which British 
subjects and companies have large 
claims. We have been acting In con* 
Junction with the German govern- 
ment, which also has large claims 
against Venezuela. A final communi- 
cation has been sent to tbe Venezue- 
lan government by the British minr*- 
ter and the German charge d'affaires. 
If no satisfactory reply is received, 
the governments have decided to 
take such measures as necessary to 
enforce their claims." 

Replying to a supplementary ques- 
tion, .Mr. Hulfour said he unrterstood 
the rurnmunicatlon to Venezuela was 
neither joint nor identical. 

Paul Dunlevy, another Markle min- 
er, said he had been refSised work 
and evlrted at short nf)tice. His wife 
and parents were ill and it was rain- 
ing, but notwithstauding this the 
company gave him five minutes to get 
out.

Active Veleanoea In Samoa. 

Tutuila. Samoa, Nov 84, via Ban 
Francisco. Dec. 8.— On Nov. 1 the Sia- 
moans at the western extremity of tha 
group of islands of Savil were atar> 
tied by severe shocks of earthquakes 
which lasted throughout the night 
and morning. Some of the shooks 
were severe enough to throw down a 
concrete jchurch and wreck several 
odieni. Then fire was seen to burst 
forth from s.'veral of the mountain 
peaks and the people fled In terror to 
places they considered safe. The ex- 
tinct voloanoas now active are to- 
wards the weet of Savil In Oerman 
Samoa. Tradition speaks of a vio- 
lent eruption about l.'iO years ago, 
when that portion of the country was 
a flowing stream of molten lava. Tbo 
fires at present are observable at fOor 
peaka ol the mountain ridga. 

Municipal Trading. 

London, Dec. 8. — It is reported here 
that Premier Halfour will appoint a 
royal commission to Inquire into the 
subject of municipal trading. 
government has long been desirous 
of grappling with this question which 
admittedly raises an Issue of the first 
importance. The success ol municipal 
trading ia cartaiQ large mnBlcipalltiea 
is encouraging smaller bodies to em- 
bark upon undertakings tor which 
they possibly are not qualUM. Over 
a dozen municipalities have tllla year 
applied to parllamant for power to 
deal not only with the ordinary ad- 
mission of an electrical system, but 
also with those developments and ac- 
eesiories which hitherto hava been 
left bi private hands.

But Dr. Garvin accomplished some- 
thing more than forcing tha erection of 
the new Capitol to supply pigeonholes 
for his rejected bills. Largely through 
his influence, and always with his sup- 
port, some very important reforms were 
carried through. Among tbaaa waa the 
old landed property qaalMeatton for for- 
eign-born voters, the change in the Con- 
stitution by which State officers can be
